‘Trying To Outdo Spider 


Sik Manufacturer Rapidly Nearing 

‘ Perfection In Fineness Of 

Weave 

In the manufacture of . artificial 
silk at least one manufacturer has 
‘gone far beyond the silkworm ‘and 
is now rapidly nearing the spider, 
who, in terms of fineness of fiber, has 
far outdone the silkworm, Filaments 
of artificial silk but .0004 inch in 
d’ameter have been spun. The usual 
spider filament is .0023 inch in dia- 
meter. So fine is this artificial ‘silk 
that 4,227.5 miles of filament .are re- 
quired to make a filament pound. 

An ordinary sheet of newspaper is 
nine times as thick as the filament. 
The filament is woven into yarn 
which, ‘because of the fineness of its 
parts, has more the feeling of silk 
than has the coarser material. Be- 
cause of this advantage it is reason- 
able to expect that even finer fila- 
ments may eventually be spun, that 
we may completely outdo nature in 
this field.

First Man To Fly, Over North and 
South Poles 

The New York Times, the St: Louis 

Post-Despatch and newspapers affili- 

ated with them, in publishing reports 

from Commander Richard E, Byrd’s 


expedition, announce that Commander 


Byrd had safely returned to his base, 
Little America, after a successful 


fi'ght across the South Pole, in which |. 


he surveyed much adjacent'territory. 

Commander Byrd's flight across the 
South Pole has made him the first 
man in history to fly across both the 
earth’s poles. 

In May, 1926, in the _ tri-motored 
aeroplane, the “Josephife Ford,” 
Commander Byrd flew from King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen, across the North 
Pole and returned. ;
